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Tho Committee on Labor and Public Welfare, to which 
was referred the joint resolution <s, J. Res. 40) to authorize ana 
request the Fresident to call a White House Conference on Library and 
Information Services in 1976, reports favorably thereon with 
amendments and recommends that the joint resolution as amended, do 
pass. The Committee does not look to the Hhite House Conference for 
any compulsory national blueprint or master plan. If the educational, 
economic, and cultural aspirations of the American people are to be 
attained, there must be a marshalling of all the library and 
information resources of the Nation. But this must be achieved 
through articulation by the Hhite House Conference of recommendations 
that will evoke the support, voluntarily, of citizens and librarians. 
The continued autonomy and diversity of libraries and information 
services would be promoted by the individual State conferences that 
would be associated with the White House Conference. The Committee 
estimates that the amount authorized by this joint resolution will 
not exceed $10,000,000. (JB)

-■ The Federal Government operates, what. would be the world's 
largest library system if it were indeed managed on a systematic basis. 
Instead, the approximately 2,000 libraries of the Federal Government, 
including those of the Judicial Branch, are all isolated from each 
other and from libraries under non-Federal auspices. Our three na- 
tional libraries— the Library of Congress, the National Agricultural 
Library, and the National Library of Medicine— are exceptions to the 
general failure of commitment to, and involvement with, other li- 
braries that has become a less than lionotftble tradition among niast 
Federal libraries. 

Since 1056 the Federal Government has been providing gYants-in* 
aid tOjStatcs for local public libraries. Grants for school library re- 
sources were authorized in 1965, when financial assistance to libraries 
of institutions of higher education was rdeo authorized. Several sub- 
sequent enaetmenfs authorized additional Federal aid for construction 
of library facilities, acquisition of library materials, research in li- 
brary techniques, and training of library personnel. The Federal Gov- 
ernment further aids libraries by special postal rates, duty-free entry 
of imported mater ials, exemption noin taxation* deductibility allow* 
ance for qualified donations, eligibility for surplus property, and the 
depository library program.

Kueonragetf by the Library 'Services Act of ijwg and its subsequent 
amendments, all States now have ofRcial State agencies responsible for 
the development of library services and Statewide library planning.

It must be achieved if wo uro to maximize the potential thai 
is inherent in the utilization of advanced technology by libraries and 
i a formation ser vires. 

The Committee has been told many times that the quantity of infor- 
mation and library materials is increasing at a geometric rate, while 
the capacity of lilmwies and in format ion centers to acquires store, uiid 
make these materials available to the public is increasing at only an 
arithmetic rate at best. This fundamental, disparity ihust be redressed. 
Vet it would t>e folly to increase the Nation's outlays for libraries and 
information systems while simply continuing Hie practices of the past. 
Prudent utilization of technologv, especially for linkages among li- 
braries, probably offers the best hope of closing the ominous gap be- 
tween the demands for library and information services and the means 
of satisfying them.

The purpose of the Conference would be to develop recommenda- 
tions for t lie improvement of libraries and information centers. The 
conference would bo composed of librarians, information specialists,

Planning and direction of the Conference would be carried out by 
the National Commission on Libraries and Information Science with 
cooperation and assistance from all Federal departments. The Coin 
mission would make technical and financial assistance available to the 
States for preparatory meetings and conferences and prepare back- 
ground material for the rise -of delegates on the Federal and State 
levels. 

Within 120 days of the close of the Conference, a report would be 
submitted to thePresidcnt and the Congress. Ninety days later, the 
President would be required to submit to Congress a statemjent of jec-^ 

A 28 member advisory committee would be appointed by the Presi- 
dent to assist the National Commission in planning and conducting 
the Conference, 



S.J. Res. In would authnrixe such sums as may bo necessary to carry • 
out the tonus of the resolution. 

. In certain circumstances, a White House Conference may serve to 
111 I a need fov the exposure ami examination of critical and neglected 
problems of national concern However, the presticc of White House 
Conferences should not he diminisliod by holding them in areas where 
i xistinjr forums are providing an adequate opportunity for the identi- 
fication and discussion of issues and ideas. Nor should on opportunity 
for a comprehensive examination of issues in their broad context be ■ 
wasted. Conferences should 1* concerned with specific problems and 
subject areas in the context of the dynamics of their relationship to the 
larger society. 

We recognize that there are important issues in the field of libraries 
ami Information science* Access to infoninition is necessary for an en- 
lightened technological society. The dissemination of information is 
an area wln«re we must nlwavsseek improvements. 

However, we do not bclfeve that the White Ifous , Conference of 
Libraries and Information Sciences, as proposed in S.J. Res. 40, is 
justifiable. 

To the best of our knowledge* there is no evidence of critical un- 
resolved issues in libraries and information science that, cannot be 
handled through the existing channels of communications in the field, 
,i,c.. professional associations* meetings of civic groups, and govern- 
fvnu'idal and legislative processes on all levels. Further, the activities 
described In S..J. Res. 40 to be conducted by the proposed Conference 
would duplicate the responsibilities ofjhe Xational Commission- on. 
Libraries and Information Science. 1 

Secondly, we think that a White House Confefenre solely on the 
subject of libraries ami in fori nation science would l>e too narrowly fo- 
cused, both in terms of the prestige of such a conference and in terms 
<>f the considerable public expenditures necessary for such a confer- 
ence. This is not to diminish the importance of libraries and informa- 
tion science but it does indicate that we believe that these subjects 
should be examined as a \fart of the broader issue of education. 

We are therefore stronglv opposed to the enactment of S,J. Res. 40,

The second 'sentence of such 
paragraph provides that the Commission may pay the, expenses author- 
ized under the first sentence of such paragraph' by Way of advanc es, 
reimbursements, or in installments rs the Commission may determine. 

Subsection (d) of the joint resolution relates to the final report of 
the Confcrence.Sueh subsection provides (1) that a final report of the 
Confeivnee must be submitted to the President not later than 120 days 
after the close of the Confeivnee, (2) that on that date such report 
must be made public, and (ii) that within 1K> days after the President 
has received thp report, it must be transmitted to the Congress. 

Such report js to contain such findings and recommendations as may 
bo made by the Conference. When the report is transmitted to the 
Congress, it is to be accompanied by a statement of the President con- 
taining the Presidents recommendations with respect to the findings 
and recommendations of the Conference. 

> Subsection (e) of the joint resolution relates to advisory committees 
to the Conference. , 

Paragraph (J) of such subsection (e) establishes a twenty-eight 
member advisory committee which, under the second sentence of such 
paragraph, is to assist and advise the Commission in planning and 
conducting the Conference. 
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The first sentence of such paragraph, in addition to establishing the 
advisory committee, provides for the composition of the advisory com- 
mit tee as follows: 

(1) At least members thereof must be members of the 
Commission, which members are to be designated by the Chairman 
of the Commission. 

(2) Two of the members of the advisory committee are to Ik* 
designated by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 

1 (3) Two of the members of the advisory committee are to be 
designated bv the President pro tempore of the. Senate. 

(4) Not more than 21 members of the advisory committee shall 
be appointed by {he President. 
The third sentence of sueh paragraph (i) provides that the Chair- 
juan of the Commission shall serve as Chairman of the advisory 
committee. 

Clause (A) in the. first sentence of such paragraph makes clear that 
the Chairman of the Commission may designate more than three mem* 
hers of the Commission to the advisory committee; and clause (ft) in 
such sentence provides that the niimtov of monitors of the advisory 
committee appointed by the President is the number equal to tltt 
difference tot ween the number of members designated pursuant to 
clauses (A), (B), and (C) in such sentence and the total allowable 
membership, twenty-eight. 

The third sentence of such paragraph (1), ik making the Chairman 
of the Commission the Chairman of the advisory committee, when 
read with clause (A) of such paragraph, makes'it possible that, if 
the Chairman does not designate himself under such clause (A), the 
Chairman would serve as a non-member Chairman of the advisory 
committee, a non-Voting presiding officer. 

Paragraph (£) of subsection (e) of the joint. resolution gives to 
the. Chairman of the Con- mission the authority to establish, prescribe 
functions for, and appoint members to such advisory committees as 
may to necessary to assist and advise the Conference in carrying out 
its functions, 

Paragraph (3) of $uch subsection provides for compensation for 
members of committees established under subsection (c) of the joint 
resolution. 

The first sentence of such paragraph provides that such members 
shall to entitled to receive compensation at a rate fixed bv the Chair- 
man of the Commission. Only members who are not regular full-time 
officers or employees of the United States shall be entitled to such 
compensation. The entitlement to compensation applies only while the 
members of a committee are attending to the business of' such com- 
mittee, including the travel time to and from such business. The rate 
of pay fixed by the Chairman may not exceed the rate of pay specified 
at the time of such service for grade GS-18 in section 5332 of title 5, 
United States Code. 

In addition to the compensation fon which provision is made under 
•the first sentence of such paragraph (3), members of the committee to 
_which paragraph (3) applies are allowed travel expenses: The second 



Ai'iiumco of such paragraph (li) provides (hut such members muv, 
while a\vay from their homes or regular places of business, be allowed 
travel excuses, including per diem in lieu of subsistence, as mov be* 
niMhoriwd under section 6t03 of title 5. United States Code, for per- 
sons m the Uovcrnment service employed intermittently, 

ftibsevtion (/) of tho joint resolution authorizes jho Commission 
lomrept pttBoU behalf of the Conferee, Under such subsection, the 
("inmi&iftVsiinin^ 

vntfi* m the mime of the United States, grant*, gifts, or bequests of 
ino^jey for jmmediate disbursement by the Commission in furtherance 
of the Lohnmw. Such grants, gifts, or bequests, after acceptance by 
t jte ( jmmiissiA.n, shall be paid by tho donor, or the donor's representa- 
tive, to the Treasurer of.the United States, whose receipts shall be 
tneir acquittance. The Treasurer shall enter such grants, gifts, and 
IvquesU in n special account to the credit of the Commission for the 
purposesof this joint resolution. 

■WiMefflon.(g) of the joint zesolution defines the term "State," For 
tho purjKfces of the joint resolution, the term "State" includes the fifty 
..Nnttt, tho District of Columbia, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, 
iMi American Samoa, the Virgin Islands, and the Trust Territory 
of the Pacific Islands. ^ V. 

$ubMcti<M (h) of (he joint resolution authorizes appropriations for 
the joint resolution. Th6 first sentence of such subsection authorizes 
Jo be appropriated, without fiscal year limitations, such sums as may 
be- necessary to carry out the joint resolution. The total amount so 
* appropriated may not exceed $10^00,000. The second sentence of such * 
subsection provides that sums appropriated under the first sentence 
of such subsection shall remain available for obligation until expended.
